Hoover’s determination to appoint

It cannot be regarded with any 
great satisfaction by either side 
because while there 
have 
been 
statistics galore no judicial body 
has attempted to sift them. 
The inquiry may take two or 
three years. 
It is the 
first 
con­ 
structive effort to get the facts 
y'sinee prohibition was adopted ten 
M years ago. 
Congressional 
com- 
^ niittees influenced by the sections 
\of the country from which their 
members come have had hearings 1 
and printed volumes of testimony 
but these have not carried convic­ 
tion. 
The assumption now is that 
men of national prominence with 
judicial experience 
will 
conduct 
the inquiry. 
Must Br High tirade. 
Unless the personnel 
of 
the 
commission is high 
grade 
there 
will neither be confidence 
in its 
conclusions nor a tendency on the 
part of congress itself to be sway­ 
ed. Politically, many members of 
congress are just 
aching 
for 
a 
••hance to take a position based on 
the kind of thing a fact finding 
commission would report. Many a 
dry with wets in his district has 
wanted to pass the 
problem 
to 
some other body of men for deter­ 
mination, agreeing in advance to 
give due weight to a disinterested 
inquiry. 
Many 
members 
have 
said to their constituents th at they 
are open-minded on the rw«dec k , 
modification. 
The question before the 
fact­ 
finding commission ..will 
be 
to 
- learn what have been the econom­ 
ic as well as social consequences 
of prohibition. 
Has 
production 
been increased? 
Is the prosperity 
of the country due to small labor- 
turn-over? 
Is the failure to en- 
* force prohibition affecting a rel- 
J 
atlvely small number, namely the 
^ 
upper classes and Is the abolition 
of the saloon the reason for the 
high 
record 
of 
s a l e s 
in 
chain stores and the retail busi­ 
ness generally? 
Both to Submit Case. 
These are the questions that a 
commission will try 
to 
answer. 
And if after 
surveying 
all 
the 
facts the commission thinks that 
some parts of the law should be 
modified it will not be so easy for 
the uncompromising dry 
leaders 
to stand in the way of modifica­ 
tion. 
Nor will it be possible for 
the wets to m ake 
the 
headway 
they have in the past by contend­ 
ing that arrests for drunkenness 
have increased if indeed the fig­ 
ures of the 
commission 
should 
happen to show less intoxication 
recorded on the police blotters of 
the country. 
Both wets and drys will be sub­ 
mitting their case to the commis­ 
sion and if the personnel 
of the 
commission is of high order it will 
be difficult for either side to resist 
the 
conclusions 
reached. 
Both 
sides therefore, will be 
taking a 
chance but so strong is the eon- 
/ 
victlon of each that 
today 
they 
^ 
respectively feel their cause may 
be aided. 
Nevertheless a certain 
uneasiness Is manifest. 
The 
fact-finding 
commission 
will put an end 
to 
extravagant 
claims of wets and drys. Some of 
the dry leaders have deplored the 
continuous agitation by the wets. 
The deliberations 
of a coramis- 
. siDn will mean with the attendant 
publicity a great deal more agi­ 
tation. 
This gives comfort to the 
wets. 
But lf as the drys believe 
the economic consequences of pro­ 
hibition have been advantageous 
they will be more aggressive than 
ever In urging rigid enforcement.

INCOME TAX 


DELEGATION P A Y S 
VISIT TO GOV­ 
ERNOR

Lansing, Mich., 
Jan. 18— (ZP) 
— The Michigan state grange to­ 
day put itself on record as fav­ 
oring Governor Green's state in­ 
come tax proposal. 
A delegation composed of Mrs. 
Dora P. Stockman, member 
of 
the state board of agriculture, C. 
P. Bramble, and N. P. Hull, 
sll 
grange offifflcers, called on 
the 
executive and pledged him 
the 
support of the farmers. 
The promise came in the midst 
of 
a 
strong-anti-lncome 
tax 
movement. 
Members of the leg­ 
islature recently have threatened 
to pass appropriation 
bills 
for 
improving state hospitals and oth­ 
er institutions in "the 
regular” 
way; that is, make the property 
tax pay the bill. 
Other, dissatis­ 
fied with the administration in­ 
come tax plan, have proposed sub­ 
stitutes ranging from amusem ent 
taxes to tobacco and head taxes. 
Following the conference with 
the grange 
representatives 
the 
governor reiterated his belief that 
the property tax must not be in­ 
creased. 
W ill Use Veto 
“ Additional revenue to 
build 
up the hospitals and other insti- 
tution% Is needed but It must not 
come from the property tax," he 
declared. 
The governor 
said 
there 
is 
every likelihood 
some 
members 
of the legislature will attem pt to 
ignore the plea for special sources 
of revenue and will offer 
bills 
carrying property tax clauses to 
meet the needs he 
proposes 
to 
meet with income tax revenue. 
He indicated he would use the 
veto pencil liberally if the state 
tax limit of less than $20,000,000 
which he has set, is exceeded. He 
declined, however, to state def­ 
initely whether he would disap­ 
prove the bills pertaining to in­ 
stitutional improvements. 
The governor will do. with his 
veto power, the equivalent of 
a 
two thirds vote in the house and 
senate. 
With the present 
strong 
ad­ 
ministration makeup it conceded­ 
ly would be a difficult 
task 
to 
muster enough strength to over­ 
turn a veto. 
On the other hand, the legis­ 
lature might refuse 
the 
income 
tax and other 
special 
revenue 
proposals and put it directly 
up 
to the governor either to improve 
with funds from 
the 
property 
tax or not Improve the 
institu­ 
tions at all. 
Bramble, who is considered the 
grange tax expert, declared the 
organization has always been for 
the income tax principle. 
If more 
money must be raised the income 
tax is the only logical source, he 
said. 
“ We 
want 
a 
constitutional 
amendment which will permit the 
enactment of income tax 
legisla­ 
tion,” he continued. 
“ The farm ­ 
ers, of course, would like an in­ 
come tax which would take the 
place of the property tax Iii the 
meantime we are 
for 
Governor 
Green’s plan and the 
constitu­ 
tional m andate it would require."

night of a tornado which 
swept 
through four mid-western states 
today, accompanied by heavy rain 
storms.

Hoover Seeks to Build 
Up Stronger Republican 
Party in Empire State

Washington, Jan. 18—(ZP)—Anew 
deal in Republican leadership in 
New York state was declared today 
by President-elect Hoover, who ie 
expected to take similar action re­ 
specting some other states so as 
to place control of party affairs in 
stronger hands, according to plans 
worked out at a breakfast confer­ 
ence at the Hoover home. 
H. Ed­ 
mond MacHold, state chairman; 
Charles D. Hilles, national com­ 
mitteeman, and William H. Hill, 
who holds no official position in 
the party, were constituted a com­ 
mittee to make recommendations 
on patronage and to take steps 
looking to the strengthening of the 
New York organization. 
Chairman MacHold said after the 
conference, which also was attend­ 
ed by Hill and Ogden Mills, under­ 
secretary of the treasury, that he 
would act as liaison officer between 
the committee and Mr. Hoover, re­ 
porting after there had been an 
agreement by the 
committee 
of 
three on recommendations for can­ 
didates for federal offices in the 
state. 
Hoover Is Silent. 
While unusual, the placing of 
Mr. Hill upon the committee was 
not unexpected as he headed the 
Independent New York Hoover-for- 
Preeident organization, which be­ 
gan to function during the pre-cou- 
vention campaign, while Mr. Hilles 
was insisting the 
party 
should 
either draft President Coolidge or 


again 
nominate 
Charles 
Evans 
Hughes. 
Some political 
observers 
here 
saw in the creation of the com­ 
mittee and the appointment of Mr. 
MacHold at its head a move for 
the gradual 
elimination 
of Mr. 
Hilles from party affairs in tile 
Empire state, hut at the Hoover 
headquarters it was said that this 
was not an accurate interpretation 
of the situation. 
No 
statement 
regarding 
the 
breakfast conference was forthcom­ 
ing from the president-elect, but 
late in the day Mr. Mills, one of 
tlioso high in Hoover councils, is­ 
sued thie statement in writing: 
"At the morning conference held 
at Mr. Hoover’s homo this morning 
arid attended by Mr. Hill, State 
Chairman MacHold and myself, the 
general situation of tho Republican 
party in New York was discussed. 
There was general agreement that 
Messrs. MacHold, Hilles and Hill 
could be relied on to take all of 
the steps necessary to insure co­ 
operation 
and 
harmony 
among 
party leaders with a view to build­ 
ing up and strengthening party 
leadership and organization.” 
Previously, tho treasury under­ 
secretary had stated orally that 
any reported differences within the 
party An New York state were 
"purely superficial.” 
While Mr. Hub's did not attend 
today’s conference, 
it is 
under­ 
stood the president-elect went over 
the ground with him earlier in the 
week.

After three roll calls it was decid­ 
ed to keep the case behind closed 
doors and debate on the nomina­ 
tion went over until tomorrow. 
Tile three hour wrangle brought 
to a head the long series of argu­ 
ments in the senate about the con­ 
sideration 
of 
executive nnniinu 
tions and Hie senators were re­ 
minded again of 
the 
rule 
Hint 
members are subject to expulsion 
for disclosing what occurs in se­ 
cret meetings. 
Senators Nye, of North Dakota, 
and Norris, of Nebraska. Repubii 
cans, who 
are 
opposing West’s 
nomination, urged the open ses­ 
sion and recalled tHat all tile hear­ 
ings on W est's nomination before 
the lands committee were open to 
Hie public. 
Friends of the secre­ 
tary insisted upon Hie regular pro­ 
cedure and a two-thirds vote to 
open tile doors was not available. 
Senator 
Deneon, 
Republican, 
Illinois, is leading the forces sup 
porting West's nomination ami lie 
took charge of the contest today. 
Friends of the secretary are cond 
dent of the votes for his continua 
Hon but they are doubtful wheth­ 
er a vote will be readied by to­ 
morrow’. 


Senate Hears Report 


Senators Nye and Norris and 
others against his conlirrnatlon, 
are opposed to West principally 
because of his investments in the 
Samuel Insull Bower Utility com­ 
panies. 
West told tho committee 
he hud invested about $67,000 in 
Insull companies and that lie sold 
these for about $118,000 when lie 
was named secretary of interior 
last August by President Coolidge.

BOMB WRECKS 
ENTIRE BLOCK 


Detroit Furniture Store 
Turned Into Tangled 
Mass of Steel 


Detroit, Jan. 18—(ZP)—Almost an 
entire block on Gratiot avenuo be­ 
tween May and Cooper avenues to­ 
day presented the appearance of 
having been subjected to hours 
cif shell Are —the result of an ex­ 
plosion which demolished the fur­ 
niture store of John Garrisi, wreck- 
ed a theatre and a restaurant and 
damaged dozens of other building*, 
shortly before I a. in., causing dam­ 
age estimated at from $250,000 to 
$500,000. 
Six persons were injured but no 
lives lost iu the blast, which re­ 
duced the furniture store to a mass 
of twisted steel 
and 
crumbled 
brick and piaster. 
Two of the in 
jured. Jose Zungaro, 26, and Philip 
Busniano, 25, were held by police 
tor questioning, aud Glrmalumo Pe- 
curaro, 32, also wan held. 
Zungaro and Cusmuno are in a 
hospital 
w’ith 
injuries 
received 
when they were buried beneath the 
wrecked store. 
They were extri­ 
cated by police who 
held 
them 
when a pistol w’us found in the 
pocket of Zungaro. 
Pecararo was 
arrested as he 
watched 
firemen 
fighting the blaze, and was held 
when police found the formula for 
a powerful explosion in his pocket. 


Proprietor Not Located. 
Police connected 
the 
explosion 
with the bombing of tho home of 
Vincent Giluliatio, Italian banket 
and publisher, January I. Giuliano 
aud Garrisi were 
character 
wit­ 
nesses in the trial of John Sylvas- 
ter, charged with manslaughter in 
connection with Hie fatal shooting 
of Antonio Barra in a riot during 
the Columbus day parade last Oc­ 
tober. 
Barra rushed tile parade aud at 
tempted, it wus said, lo wrest a 
banner from Sylvester. 
During the 
struggle Barra was shot and killed. 
Sylvester was acquitted of a homi­ 
cide charge. 
Garrisi, proprietor of Hie furni­ 
ture store, had not been located to­ 
day. 
Relatives said he had taken 
his family to Chicago after receiv­ 
ing several threatening letters.

RUNNELS SENTENCES 
ATTACKER, HABIT­ 
UAL CRIMINAL 


Manistique. Jan. 18 (Special) — 
In a courtroom tense with atten­ 
tion, Judge H. W. Runnels at lo:30 
this morning handed out sentences 
at Manistique which will take two 
residents of Schoolcraft county to 
the Jackson prison for the rest of 
their natural live*. 
The two who 
received the maximum penalty are 
Tony Papich, 49, Manistique, con­ 
victed by a Jury of his fifth felony, 
and George D. Hamiel, 59, Manis­ 
tique township, convicted in Jury 
trial of committing rape on the 
person of his 14-year-old niece. 
Hamiel wus the first of the two 
to be sentenced, and the ninth in 
a group of 12 who were ranged 
before the Judge for a final dispo­ 
sition of their cases at this term. 
“No Leniency Deserved.” 
To Hamiel, Judge Runnels said: 
“You stand convicted of one of the 
most revolting crimes on our sta­ 
tute books made more revolting 
by the fact that you are 59 and tho 
girl 14 and your niece. 
The law 
gives the court a wide choice, rang­ 
ing from life to any term of years. 
In your case, however, I do not feel 
that any leniency is due. The sen­ 
tence of the court is that you be 
committed to hard labor at the 
Jackson prison for 
your 
natural 
life.” 
There was no outward show of 
emotion on the part of Hamiel as 
the judge announced the sentence, 
and the prisoner’s pallid counte­ 
nance was unchanged as he walk­ 
ed steadily back to his chair with 
other prisoners. The composure 
which 
marked 
his 
appearance 
through the trial was reported to 
have broken 
aa he awaited 
sentence in lite ,enmity Jail Thurs 
day, and he had asked authorities 
and relatives to intercede for him 
in a plea for leniency. 
Asked by 
the Judge Friday morning if he had 
anything to say before sentence 
was passed, he said: “Well, I guess 
it's no use,” in a toneless voice. 
Judge Runnels then remarked that 
he had made an investigation of 
his own, and was satisfied that 
Hamiel was guilty as found by the 
Jury. 
Papich Stands Mute. 
Papich also declared that he had 
nothing to say when questioned 
before sentence was passed. 
"In 
your case I have no discretion.” 
Hie judge began. “The legislature 
has fixed the penalty, and it is the 
duty of the court to follow its man­ 
date. 
It is the sentence of the 
court that you be committed to 
hard labor for a term of life at the 
Jackson prison.” 
The Hamiel and Papich cases 
were tho only ones tried by Jury 
at the term of Schoolcraft county 
circuit court which closed at Man-* 
unique yesterday, and were th® 
only two sentenced to prison terms. 
They will be taken to Jackson to­ 
morrow by Sheriff J. M. Hewitt.

IS CONTINUED 


Argument Stage Reached 
in Atlanta Court 


JARDINE LAYS CORNERSTONE 


Proceedings 


Atlanta. Ga., Jan. 18—(ZP)—The 
argument stage was reached today 
in the murder trial of George R. 
Harsh, wealthy collegian, on the 
charge of killing a 
drug 
store 
manager in a holdup robbery at­ 
tempt. 
Assistant Solictor K. A. Stephens 
opened for the state in an allotted 
time each side made by agreement. 
He contended that the former stu­ 
dent of Oglethorpe university here 
behaved as would any criminal on 
the night of October 16. 1928, when 
he shot to death Willard Smith, the 
store manager who resisted the 
holdup. 
The defense, through l l medical 
experte. friends, relatives and oth­ 
ers. attempted to show that the 
scion of a Milwaukee family was a 
"constitutional psychopath,’’ incap­ 
able of judging right from wrong, 
who could not resist a “criminal 
impulse." 
State Calls Witnesses. 
Rebuttal and counter-rebuttal tes­ 
timony earlier in the day brought 
out little that had not been touched 
upon by the l l defense alienists. 
the four experts for the state, and 
witnesses to the actual shooting. 
The 6tate called on W. G. Pat­ 
rick, an Atlanta policeman, to iden­ 
tify bloody garments as the prop­ 
erty of Harsh; J. H. Peacock, to 
cay that Harsh, while a student at 
his school exhibited 
no 
insane 
traits; Howard Beckett, golf club 
professional; 
W. 
C. 
Chamblee, 
(ashier of an exclusive club; Mrs. 
Sarah Poole, dormitory housekeep­ 
er, and students, all said they wit­ 
nessed no signs of insanity in the 
prisoner. 
The last state witness 
in rebuttal was Dr. J. C. Massee, 
federal prison physician, who said 
Harsh 
under 
examination, 
wa* 
sone, the death 
of 
his 
father, 
Creorge Harsh, Sr., from eneurism 
(distended artery) considered. 
In sub-rebuttal for the defense, 
Dr. Beverly R. Tucker, University 
of Virginia, was called to complete 
his statements that the pituitary 
glaud of Harsh was crowded, stunt­ 
ing his emotional growth. 
Dr. M. 
C. Hardin, osteopath, testifying for 
the defense, said an electrical ap- 
prat us he used showed Harsh emo­ 
tionally and volitionally incapable 
of controlling his impulses. 
Has Exaggerated Ego. 
Solicitor Stephens said in argu­ 
ment that the case was purely mur­ 
der that had grown out of robbery. 
“George Harsh is Just another 
of those persons that 
might 
be 
termed as having an exaggerated 
••go.” the solicitor said. 
“He is 
a 
typical 
Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. 
Hyde'. 
Insanity Wtyme bf the two 
.-trows at which eVeryono grasps 
w hen he is about to g o under. The 
other is an alibi, and Harsh has 
no alibi.’* 
Stephens recalled defense open­ 
ing statement* that they did not 
want to “turn this boy loose on 
*ociety.” 
“But. the only way this Jury can 
act within the wishes of defense 
< ounsel. in to aign on the back of 
his indictment ’not guilty’,” the 
solicitor concluded.

Mexican Army Will 
Hold Big Maneuver 


Mexico City (ZP)—Mexico is plan­ 
ning a military campaign to be 
waged with theoretical bombs and 
blank shells. Announccmont of the 
forthcoming maneuvers is display­ 
ed in the newspapers but there will 
be no list of dead and wounded. 
A force of 3,000 men, infantry, 
artillery, cavalry and aviators, will 
be hurled this month against To­ 
luca. capital of the st^te of Mexico. 
Troops of equal number will de­ 
fend the city. There will be aerial 
and land 
bombardments, 
cavalry 
charges, gas assaults and other ac­ 
tivities. 
Cadets from the national military 
academy will form part of the at­ 
tacking army, which will be com­ 
manded by General Juan Jose Rios, 
director of tho academy. 
General 
Rios will have a squadron of air­ 
planes under his orders and his 
plans are being guarded in strict 
secrecy so that he may spring sur­ 
prise movements against the "en­ 
emy.’’ 
Meanwhile, the defenders, con­ 
sisting of regular troops command­ 
ed by General Eulogia Oritz, chief 
of miltary operations in the state 
of Mexico, are preparing to “dig 
la.” 
Toluca is considered a point of 
much importance and theoretically 
a great deal hluges upon the out­ 
come of this sham battle. 
Although guerrilla warfare has 
not ceased in some sectors of the 
country, notably in the state of 
Jalisco where groups of marauders 
sometimes 
termed 
bandits 
and 
somtelmes rebels continue to keep 
federal troops busy, there is no 
major organized armed movement 
against the government and thus 
part of the army bas time to de 
vole to practice maneuvers.

like ll Duce in public.

Valentine, 
said the barber had been making 
use of his resemblance for public­ 
ity purposes, and that It had 
to 
stop. 
"He wants to make 
money,” 
asserted Signor Cavaradossi. "He 
is a journeyman barber, not even 
the head of his own shop. 
And 
he does not look like 
Premier 
Mussolini anyway.” 
Valentino, however, 
explained 
i he had received notice “ to stop 
the publicity” or he would 
get 
into trouble “ because H. E. Ben­ 
ito Mussolini does not like it.” 
Writing 
to 
the 
newspapers 
about it Valentine said: 
“ It is well known by now that 
I am the recognized perfect dou­ 
ble of ll Duce. 
Several newspa­ 
pers in many 
languages 
have 
printed my pictures and my inter­ 
views; I have also appeared twice 
in news reels. 
"I am the first admirer of the 
great Mussolini, and I have 
told 
the vice consul 
so; 
lf 
nature 
wanted me to be the exact double 
of a famous man, that's not my 
fault; and besides all the other 
considerations, I am 
a 
proud 
American citizen. 
I have been 
living 
in 
this 
country about 35 years 
and 
my 
four children have been brought 
up in the American way.” 
Valentino 
wondered 
whether 
Mussolini was jealous.

Famous Havana 
Prado Is Being 
Transformed 


Havana (ZP) — Havana’s 
famous 
promenade, the Prado, which dates 
back to 1772, is undergoing a com 
plete change. 
Formerly a broad sidewalk flank­ 
ed on either side by sparsely plac­ 
ed shade trees and narrow strips 
of grass and flowers the Prado is 
now being remodeled into a broad­ 
er walk lined with rows and flower 
beds. The Prado runs 
down the 
middle of a wide avenue, one of 
the widest in the world, for a dis­ 
tance of a quarter of a mile In the 
heart of Havana. 
Reconstruction work under the 
Cuban government’s beautification 
plan extends from Neptuno to San 
Lazro street, a distance of eight 
squares. 
The promenade is being 
Improved 
by 
construction 
of a 
hewn stone wall which 
will 
be 
broken at intervals of 20 feet by 
pillars And benches of marble. 
The laurel trees replacing older 
shades trees 
are of a 
uniform 
height of 30 feet and are being 
planted at short intervals assuring 
shade. 
Ornamental lamps replace 
the 
picturesque old style gas lamps. 
They are being placed at a height 
sufficient to give the best light with 
the least shade. 
Bronze lions will 
guard the entrances to the prom­ 
enade.

The length of our lives seems to 
be determined largely by our her­ 
edity, since those who come from 
families that tend to live long 
also tend to live long. 
Our environment 
undoubtedly 
plays a part, since deaths from ac­ 
cident, congestion of population, 
speed of civilisation and infection 
must be put under environmental 
factors. 
Scientific studies recently made 
on the nutrition of animals indi­ 
cate that the third important fac­ 
tor is the amount and nature of 
food intake. 
In order to prove the effects of 
nutrition, Drs. H. C. Sherman and 
H. L. Campbell fed 400 rats of ap­ 
proximately the 
same 
heredity 
and living under conditions alike 
in all other respects on two dif­ 
ferent diets. 
The diets were ade­ 


quate in 
both instances, except 
that one contained a higher pro­ 
portion of milk than did the oth­ 
er. 
The animals on the diet 
with 
the higher proportion 
of 
milk 
lived on an average of IO per cent 
longer than did those with less 
milk. 
Hence, the Increased lon­ 
gevity may be accredited 
to the 
fact that an already adequate diet 
was improved by additional quan­ 
tities of a substance known as one 
of the most important food sub­ 
stances for the living animal. 
It has always seemed reason­ 
able to believe that 
the human 
diet bore a definite relationship 
to the length of human life. It is 
well to have a scientific confirma­ 
tion of a fact that has taken man 
thousands 
of 
years 
to 
learn 
through hitter experience.

Hollister. Mo. (A*)—Here in the 
Ozark mountains is a school where 
poverty Is an 
entrance 
require­ 
ment. 
The entrance examination to the 
School of the Ozurks is six weeks 
of summer farm work. The enroll­ 
ment is 200 this year. 
“We never turn tway a student 
without money," said Robert M. 
Good, president, “in fact, poverty 
is an entrance requirement. 
Most 
of our students come from families 
whose cash income is less than 
$60 a year." 
Prospective students have been 
known to tramp more than IOO 
miles over the moutnains. 
Girls 
are eligible as well as boys. 
Each 
student 
is required to work 18 
hours a week in payment for tui­ 
tion. room and board. 
When a 
student needs a new suit, he puts 
in 30 to 40 hours additional work. 
Twelve or 15 hours of labor will 
merit a new pair of shoes and a 
new tie may be had from the school 
commissary for three or four hours 
of work. 
Books also are paid for 
in work. 
The school largely Is self-sup­ 
porting, receiving, however, each 
year funds obtained from a board 
of trustees made up of St. Louis 
and Kansas City 
business 
men. 
There are 360 acres In the achoo! 
farm. 
It operates a 
dairy 
and 
creamery, canning factory, laundry 
and a printing plant. 
The School of the Ozarks was 
opened 20 years ago by the Rev.

Forsyth,

down the White river on a raft, 
landed here and casually started 
his school.

Bars Progress To 
British Cabinet 


London (A*)— The report that a 
cabinet post will be

Viscountess Astor, American born 
member of tile house of commons, 
in the expected reconstruction of 
the British government, 
is 
not 
taken seriously 
at Conservative 
Party headquarters. 
In the house of commons Lady 
Astor Is a dangerous debater and 
a colorful 
personality, 
but 
on 
such questions as control of the 
liquor trade, a tender subject In 
British legislative halls, she has 
strong convictions 
which 
have 
made bitter enemies 
as well as 
staunch friends. 
On such questions her reputa­ 
tion for independence 
and 
out­ 
spoken opinion m ake it extremely 
doubtful whether she could com­ 
mand sufficient support ever to 
attain a place in the government. 
In such a post she probably would 
have to submerge her personality. 
Most likely she would chafe uoder 
the 
restraints 
of 
the 
"front 
bench”— where members of 
the 
government daily face their party 
opponents. 
Lady Astor frequently has in­ 
curred the criticism of her con­ 
servative colleagues 
because 
of 
progressive views on questions of 
social legislation, and it is expect­ 
ed powerful influences would re­ 
sent her inclusion in any conserv­ 
ative government. 
On the other hand. I-edy Astor 
probably is satisfied with her pre­ 
sent work. 
She has led an active 
parliamentary life ever since 1919 
when she succeeded her husband 
as M. P. for the Sutton Division 
of Plymouth. 
She is the mother 
of a large family, and In some 
quarters it is expected she 
will 
seek rest from her arduous work 
in the house of commons as soon 
as one of her sons decides to enter 
politics. 
It is expected th at Lord Astor's 
heir will one day represent the 
Plymouth constituency, first held 
by his father and then

mother. 
The Duchess of Atholl, parlia­

In this event Lady Iveagh, who

gained 
the 
Southend 
constituency, left w ithout an M. 
P. when her husband

to the peerage, is regarded as the 
most likely candidate for govern­ 
mental honors. 
Lady Iveagh is th e daughter 
of the late Earl of Onslow. Three 
of her ancestors were speakers of 
the house of commons. 
She is

Ordered by Russia 


Moscow (A*)— The Russian gov­ 
ernment has decreed that every­ 
one in the Soviet republics 
must 
learn to read and write. The order 
stipulated that Illiteracy must be 
entirely suppressed 
by 1934, at 
which time compulsory education 
1 would be introduced throughout 
1 the vast domain stretching across 
j Europe and Asia. 
Decrees seldom accomplish all 
they set out to do, and 
It 
isn t 
| likely that the 
white-whiskered 
old peasants and their wrinkled 
wives, 
who 
have 
got 
along 
through sixty, seventy or 
eighty 
years of existence w ithout bother­ 
ing their heads over Russia’s ec­ 
lectic alphabet— part Latin, part 
Greek and part Slav— are 
going 
to take it up 
now. 
But 
their 
children and 
grandchildren 
are 
going to be compelled to learn 
their ABV’s— there being no 
C 
sound in Russia's alphabet it is 
way down the line and 
is 
pro­ 
nounced "S." 
Government statistics put the 
number of illiterate Russians at 
15,000,000 mostly women. 
But 
statistics have a habit of varying 
from facts, and the actual num­ 
ber of people who 
can 
neither 
read nor write in Russia Is prob­ 
ably much higher. 
Lenin’s widow, Madame Hadej- 
da Krupskaya, has taken the lead 
in the new campaign. 
She follow­ 
ed up the 
government 
decree 
with a vigorous appeal for organ­ 
izing a "Down 
with 
Illiteracy” 
commitee in every town in the 
Soviet union. Out in liberia there 
are thousands of 
children 
who 
live scores of miles away 
from 
any school. 
Ju st how they 
are 
going to learn to read and write 
has not been explained, but the 
government decree made no ex­ 
ceptions. 
Meanwhile, next to the schools, 
the Red Army is the greatest Bin­ 
gle educational factor in Russia. 
Several hundred thousand young 
men are drafted Into its ranks 
each year for their period of com­ 
pulsory service. A high percentage 
of them cannot read or write. All 
of them can do so before they are 
discharged into civil life. 
Then 


the "Down with Illiteracy 
Soci­ 
ety" has branches in most prov­ 
inces, but they are operated on a 
voluntary basis and are scarcely 
efficient by Western standards. 
The government would like to 
help them, but it is 
busy 
With 
running th e country, 
trying 
to 
collect 
crops 
and 
carry 
out 
grandiose schemes 
for 
making 
agricultural Russia a great Indus­ 
trial nation. 
Various cities 
have 
adopted 
measures of their own to compel 
all inhabitants to learn the w rit­ 
ten language. 
Leningrad, for ex­ 
ample, recently agreed with mili­ 
tary authorities that each m ilitia­ 
man. and they are many In Rus­ 
sia, would supply the names and 
addressee of all illiterates in the 
section of th e city under his beat.

the holy see were recognized as a 
separate state by the powers and

ports that a settlement of the 
Roman question was

While the question

discussed further at the confer­ 
ence it is recalled that about 80 
years ago the same subject was 
talked 
about 
at 
considerable 
length. 
At the time the senate 
had under consideration a diplo­ 
matic item in 
an 
appropriation 
bill providing for the salary 
of 
the charge d ’ affaires as the first 
diplomatic 
representative of the 
United States to the papal states. 
This proposal stirred much oppo­ 
sition in the senate. 
Senator Butler said the United 
States had no 
commerce 
with 
them and asked 
what 
business 
the charge could find to transact. 
Among others 
participating 
in 
the 
discussion 
were 
Senators 
Calhoun, 
former 
secretary 
of 
state 
under 
President 
Taylor; 
Dix of New York; 
Badger 
of 
North Carolina; Cass of Michigan 
and Foote of Mississippi. 
“ It is not proposed to send a 
minister to the pope in his spir­ 
itual character at all." 
Senator 
Hannegan declared. “ It is intend­ 
ed to evidence sympathy with the 
progress of liberty, the spirit of 
fredom which has burst out 
in 
Italy, once its cradle but for so 
long a period its grave.” 
Withdrew Minister 
The salary for 
a 
diplomatic 
representative 
finally 
was 
ap­ 
proved and Jacob L. Martin 
of 
North Carolina was commissioned 
April 7. 1848, as the first charge 
d affaires to the papal state. He 
died at his post in Rome the fol­ 
lowing August and was succeeded 
by Lewis Casa, of Michigan, 
on 
January 5, 1849. 
President Taylor in his annual 
message to congress on 
Dec. 
4. 
1849, said: “ During the 
recent 
t evolutions in the papal states, 
our charge d’ affaires 
at 
Rome 
has been unable to present 
his 
letters of credence which he was 
directed by my 
predecessor 
to 
withhold until he should receive 
further orders.” 
Cass finally succeeded in pre­ 
senting his credentials and 
was 
raised to the rank of minister- 
resident in Rome on 
June 
29. 
1854. After that time the United 
States had 
four 
ministers-resi- 
rient to the papal states, the last 
being Rufus King of Wisconsin. 
who was commissioned October 
7. 1863. an later resigned. 
President Orant in 
his 
first 
annual message to congress 
in 
1869 said he had been officially 
informed of the annexation of the 
states of the ch urch to the king­ 
dom of Italy and “ in 
conformity 
with the established policy of the 
United 
States I have recognized 
this change.” 
Since that time 
the 
United 
States has had no representative 
at the vatican. There has been lo­ 
cated in Washington for 
many 
year an opostolic delegate repre­ 
senting the pope but he has no 
official standing wit hthe govern­ 
ment.
